Through the Rapids. 
FIFTY THOUSAND PROPLE PRESENT TO 
WITNESs THE EXPERIMENT. 


Niagara Falls, Sept. 6.— Thousands 
of excursioniats lave been pouring in 
since early morming to witness the ex- 
citing trip of the Maid of the Mist 


through the whirlpool rapid. The little 


craft appeared decorated with flags. The 
banks of the turbulent stream contain 
no less than twenty thousand people 
Several persons volunteered to make 
the trip on the boat, but the manage- 
ment gave an emphatic refusal in each 
case. The Maid was towed out from 
the Maid of the Mist landing by two 
rowboats, in charge of Charles Welde- 
man, at 3:10. She started slowly, but 
soon took the current. A few minutes 
delay ensued by by being taken into 
the American shore behind a rock just 
under the bridge. The collision result- 
ed in the loss of two boards from her 
hull above the water line. She was 
pushed out, turned round once, and 
came heal on. She gracefully careen- 
ed over the first rapids, but then right- 
ed, and
